TRIAL OF AN OSOILLATING 

“+. -» PROPELLER. 

A very auecessful trjal has beon- made 
of an oscillating propsllor invenled and 
patented by. Mr Robert’ Wilcox, cngineor, 
of Molbournc. The experiment was. con- 
ducted on tho cuctting leading from the 
Yarra into the ‘West Melbourno swampy, 
and a number of professional gentlemen 


.| wero present to. witness it, lio boat used 


for the occasion was 13 feet lung, and drow 
as mauy inches of water but these dimen- 
sions were out of the -proportion to tho 
ininature engine of 4-horae power which 
was cmployed to propel it} and coupling 
thif circumstance with the fact that only. 
two Ginch Lludes were called into re- 
quisition, the trial, as one of speed wan 
scarcely complete. As it was, the boat 


in 3 minutes 10*keconds, in which timo 
thcre wera counted 120 strokes, of the 
blades par minute. At a previona trial 
with tho ordinary rerew propeller, under 
the same conditions, it took 4 minutes 5} 
seconds to drive tho boat tho same distance, 
Mr Wileox’s invention may “be thus briefly 
deseribed. Jt consists of a hollow vertical 
trunk, which goca through the bottom of 
tho vessel, ditfuring in this respect from 
tho actew, whose shaft works horizontally 
in the stern, and undormoath tho yoasel 
are blades at. right angles to.ane another, 
and issuing from the boss. The number 
of thea blades will of course. determine 
the speed of travelling ; ind whereas in the 
caso of tlie screw more than one propeller 
canuct possibly be used, the invention un- 
der notice udmits of. the employment of w 
practically unlimited number of blades. 
Always submerged they ard never without 
a firm hold of tho water, and therefore 
never liable to injury from exposure over 
tho surface, On the. inner end. of the 
shank is.a crank disc, with which the 
bottoms of the feathering rods aro connect- 
‘ed, the upper ond of which communicates 
with rollers running over sliding paths, The. 
sliding paths shif in and out, and by this 
aneans the blades dre made tu feather, and as 
the feathering gear moves only once at the 
end of each stroke, the amount of strain, 
upon it is almost inappreciable. - Tho samo 
remark applies also to the shaft which 
the, engine oscillates, which is made to 
depend fromm two frietion rollers, Mr 
Wilcox claims for his invention that by its 
adoption a vessél may be built of na shallow 
draft as possible, whilc, ut the same time, 
tho machinery being located at tho bottom 
of tha vessel, ‘gives hor greater stability. 
It_shou'd also be mentioned that in the 
case of a steamer so fitted the oflicer on 
tho bridge muy reverse “or alter her course 
at will, the reversing gear being altogether 
independent of the other machinery,—Age.

RATHER ROUGH ON SHIP- 
MASTERS. 

Under the above heuding, a correspondent 
signing himeelf ‘a victimised Shipmaster,’ 
writes to the Straits Times, on the 31st 
December, as.follows :— : 

ti1,—-In September 1984, I shipped a 
crew at Singapore and, as usual, gave the 
customary adyance of one month’s pay. A 
week before the advance was worked out, 4 
Lascars and a Bandary deserted at Hong- 


kong, just as I was leaving the Port for 
a few days, taking with them clothing that

($5) just for an official signing his namo, 
so [ nlvise ahipmuasters to beware of the 
encouragement they get, and not-to report 
desextions at Hongkong unless they have 
some spare dollars, ; , : 

Tho samo Jato awaits the poor nautical 
laborers or ‘substitutes for sailors.’ The 
Ghaué Serang prowls round, picks up all the 
syces, kabuns, and auch like that are out of 
employment, places a discharge in their 
hands, and walke them to the Shipping 
Offico, sizns them on, gets 3 month’s advance 
for euch man, out‘of which (unless I hare 
been mis-informed) he deducts from 20 per 
cent. tv 25 per cent, from each man; they 
are then taken on buard, and his trouble is 
at anend; but notso the Master and ofli- 
cers; inatead of getting sailors, they find 
they have only nautical laborera, and out of 
a crew of suck men I cannot tind a man to 
put_on a ratline or. pass a saizing on the 
ship rigging. Should you have occasion to 
engage one of these men at Hongkong, he 
has to-forfeit 3 days’. pay (working three 
‘days “for. nothing) simply for “having his 
name 3ut on the ship’s articles. 

Thave often thought that the men who 
bave signed. articles have been exchanged, 
or inferiur men sent in their places. It may 
be only fancy, so cannot vouch for it, 

Malay eraws-a few years ago were con- 
sidered good sailors, but I fear they. have 
been enticed away by better wages, and 
where they are out of the reach.of the 
Ghaut Serang. si “ 

Could not the standard of these men 
be. raised-by a vuluotary, examination. in 
seamanship, for which a amall fee might 
be. charged and. a certificate granted, I 
would willingly give en extra -dollar and 
steady employment for such men, and no 
doubt other ehipmasters would gladly do 
the same. - : i
